That the march of justice is to be di* 
vested of every thing staid and sober ? 
That instead of her solemn and learned 
.judginents, we are to have iut fioudre 
expositions of the great act of our na­ 
tional union ? But a^i^st whom do we 
seek this protection ? T*he government 
of Ihe United platea, the government 
of the people ihemaelves, wh»te gremt- 
ettfiower rttumu into their hanééiéUn 
miiy, lypd all of it air short intervals. A 
government as able, aa much bound, 
and no doubt as wHIiog to protect the 
chiaens as the government of the staiea. 
A government, which has its habeaa 
corpus act and its judges bound uiidv r 
tl)c aaost solemn sanctions to execute 
it. A government to which the states 
consiituiioiially look up lor tbe preser­ 
vation of their free insiitutions. That 
jealousy which we itoinetimes see re- 
coniroended, is bad law and worse poli­ 
cy. 1 deny that it is inculcated by a 
true undemanding of the consiitutions 
of the statca. That it i» necessary to 
the preaeryation of «tates, right«, or 
that it can conduce to national happi­ 
ness, or national greatnets. 
It may 
make us buty about some little factioui 
privileges which are in no danger. But 
a regulated liberty, under the protec* 
lion of stulle itmitutions, will be best 
and lungebt sccured to u<i, by regard* 
ing the {»overnment of the Uuion in a 
spirit ¿ull of cuniideoce-*in a temper 
devoid of jealousy. 


Finally, 1 am of opinion 1 have no 
juiihuiction of Ihe case.

That on the luih Marc,h,tho rpyali 
about 20UU stronj^', under yk^(¡j||ÈjÈ^ 
had proceeded l. oiii AugustfljPIro ii 
tack Ihe Patriots at a place called til 
Missions, \ou miles below Augusturi 
were totolly defeated and cut to piece 
pnly six men escsped, includif>g M 
ralea, and two officerà. All who wet 
not killed on the fiuld of battle were 
tcrwards shot, and among them blieru 
formerly Governor of Augnatura. 


After the battle, the Patriota ondti 
General Piai approached Augustui 
wl^r« they threw up a breast-work up 
which the guna of the fort could nut 
br<iU|>bt to bear, and iminediotely cu 
menced firing upon the town within t 
mitkkvi'Shoi, and the filing had Uci 
HMminued day aod night. '1 hey lu 
liudc scveial attacka U|ion the place, t 
without great Iosa on either side. 0 
<«of the ofTicers had gone lor canno 
more effactually to attack the works. 


The Patriots liad completely sur 
rounded the place, and the iohabilan 
and garriaon were reductd to th^noiii 
wretched and pitiable condition for wsn^ 
ol previsions. Great numbers had a 
lUidly died of starvation. Iloraes, mult 
jack-asses, doge, lie. had been eonsu 
ed, and the Governor himself had act 
ally paid three dollarr for a Ce/ / 


A great number of the inhabitam 
had Itft Augustura, and fifteen hundrt 
principally women and children, in i 
most deplorshle condition, sailed t 
same day the Augustnlefi, in Spani»l 
vessels. The OMn were not allowed 
depart. Our informant Ihinka it imp 
sible that the place^ could have held o 
more than two or three daya after 
left, unless relieved in so|ie unexpccti 
manner. 


Guayanna was still In possession 
the Royaliata—it was strongly forti' 
and no probability of its being takea, 
cept by starvation.—-Fitageridd,the 
vornor of Augustura, who had been 
rested and sent to Caraccas, on ausptc 
of treachery, had been ordered back 
waa still in command of the place.
